MAGNESIA CURE FOR CANCER 


French Scientist Gets Good Results in 
Many Cases in Testing New 
Theory. 


Paris.—Tile theory that cancer Is 
not of microbic origin, but Is due to 
the excessive elim ination of certain 
substances normally contained in the 
blood, is supported by a report of the 
researches of Professor Dullard, just 
published by the Academy of Medi­ 
cine. 
Finding that the system of cancer­ 
ous subjects was particularly poor in 
magnesia, Professor Dullard admin­ 
istered large doses of it to patients 
operated on for cancer, and reports 
encouraging results in a large number 
of cases.

c o n s i d e r a b l e saving of ice can be ef­ 
fected by certain econom ics, which the 
Food Administration insists upon. 
It has been the observation of the 
Food Administration 
that ice cream 
manufacturers 
generally carry great 
quantities of crushed ice on their de­ 
livery wagons; they som etim es go so 
far as to mix salt with the ice, which 
increases the m eltage

fold. 
This crushed ice and salt is used to 
repack the ice cream of their custom ­ 
ers. 
The ice in the wagon is not pro­ 
tected, is carelessly handled in the dis­ 
tribution and is not conserved by the 
custom er because it costs him nothing, 
It is som etim es found that the ice 
cream wagons on returning to the fac­ 
tory will m ake no attem pt to put the 
returned ice in a protected place, but 
will allow it to m elt in the wagon or 
be swept into the yard.
